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RELATIONS MARSHALL WRIGHT AS HOST. IN ADDITION, WE ARE 
PREPARED TO ARRANGE TWO COFFEE SESSIONS RESPECTIVELY WITH 
MEMBERS OF HOUSE FOREIGN AFFAIRS COMMITTEE AND SENATE 
FOREIGN RELATIONS COMMITTEE.
